was Directbr of the National Economic Counoilo The decisions of this body were 
published in Its official publication, Netional Economic Decrees (Nepgazda§^£v 
Rendeletek), which was classified as secret and was available to only the 
State Planning Office, directors of enterprises, ministerial department chiefs 
and directors of distribution centers for industrial and commercial materials® 

This publication was the supreme: organ for the Hungarian ministries of econoi^y, 
a'griculture, industries, and commerce® 

3® The Economic Committee (Caadasagi Bizottsag), also immediately subordinate to the 
Hungarian Workers* Party Central Committee, helped to implement the directives 
of the National Economic Council. 


The State Planning Office (Orszagos Tervhivaltal) directed, correlated and consolidated 
all directives and regulations pertaining to the execution of the economic plans 
by the Hungarian agricultTaral, industrial, and commercial ministries® This body 
elaborated the decisions of the National Economic Council and the Economic Committee 
and was responsible for the implementation of the directives elabofated by the
